Kttffsdale and Newell will 
furnish two grade* of fa»o- 
line under the trade name of 
the Hwioock Oil Company ut 
a cost of 19.7 cents per gal­ 
lon for regular and 1(1.7 cents 
for ethyl grade, which wax the 
firm's low bid, opened at the 
June 22 council meeting. 
Bids of the Union Oil Com­ 

pany, Pathfinder Petroleum 
Company, Associated Oil Com­ 
pany and the Shell Oil Company 
were rejected. The Shell Com­ 
pany's bid was missent to 
Rosomead, but when opened 
June 29 was higher than the 
Rugsdale and Newell bid no was 
also rejected.
